Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a system for detecting field 
ground having a voltage controlled oscillator (VCO) adapted to measure differential 
voltage across the sense resistor; and a control logic adapted to coordinate the 
collection of measurement data, and extract an estimated of ground fault resistance and 
location of a ground fault from the measured data, as recited in the independent claims 
1; a method for detecting and measuring a field ground fault having the steps of 
applying a reference signal to field leads of the generator through the sense resistor and 
attenuator network, wherein the attenuator network is couple to both field leads resulting 
in a signal that biases the center of the field within a range of plus and minus the 
reference signal with respect to ground, as recited in the independent claim 15; and in 
combination of the claims.
